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USDA/FDA  CONFERENCES  OFFERED  LATEST  ON  FOOD  SAFETY  AND  NUTRITION  ISSUES 

With  a little  help  from  their  friends  "Stevie"  and  the  "Lettuce  Patch 
Kids,"  USDA  and  FDA  co-sponsored  three  conferences  for  journalists  on  food 
safety  and  nutrition  in  October  in  Washington,  D.C.,  Denver,  and  Chicago. 

"Stevie"  is  a small,  leafy  potted  plant  which  has  the  potential  to  produce 
a natural  sugar  300  to  400  times  sweeter  than  cane  or  beet  sugar.  It  is  from 
Paraguay  and  is  being  grown  experimental ly  at  Colorado  State  University.  The 
"Lettuce  Patch  Kids"  were  two  baby  rabbits  that  belonged  to  Phil  Eastman  of 
AMS.  They  were  featured  at  the  AMS  exhibit  on  food  grading.

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"Nearly  220  journalists  and  information  multipliers  attended  the  1987 
Journalists'  Conferences  on  Food  Safety  and  Nutrition,"  said  Ann  Chadwick, 
USDA's  Consumer  Advisor. 

Topics  at  the  conferences  included  nutrition,  diet,  and  health;  monitoring 
food  for  residues;  reducing  risk  of  foodborne  illness;  biotechnology  and  the 
food  supply;  and  food  labeling  and  health  claims.  The  Washington,  D.C., 
conference  also  featured  tours  of  ARS7  National  Arboretum  and  Beltsville 
Research  Center. 

"This  is  the  fourth  year  we've  held  these  conferences,"  Chadwick  said. 

"We  designed  them  to  bring  USDA  and  FDA  policy  makers,  scientists,  and  experts 
to  journalists  who  normally  don't  have  access  to  them. 

"The  conferences  provided  opportunities  for  one-on-one  interviews  and  an 
opportunity  for  the  officials  and  the  journalists  to  get  to  know  each  other 
better  in  a non-crisis  situation,"  she  said.  USDA  agencies  again  offered 
action-oriented  exhibits  during  morning  and  afternoon  breaks. 

The  "Lettuce  Patch  Kids"  attracted  attendees  to  the  AMS  exhibit  where  they 
could  learn  about  grading  and  sample  apples  and  grapes,  which  AMS  grades.  CSRS 
and  the  State  Agricultural  Experiment  Stations  featured  a number  of  new  foods, 
including  the  "Stevie"  plant,  which  are  being  developed  with  Hatch  Act  funds. 
FSIS  displayed  the  latest  in  food  safety  equipment  for  the  kitchen  --  thermome- 
ters, gel  packs  and  acrylic  cutting  boards.  HNIS  offered  to  analyze  attendees 
most  recent  meal  for  27  nutrients  and  food  components.  ARS  demonstrated  two 
ways  to  measure  the  percentage  of  human  body  fat.  FDA  and  ES  demonstrated  the 
ubiquitous  presence  of  bacteria  in  the  environment. 

A variety  of  media  representati ves  attended  the  conferences,  ranging  from 
THE  WASHINGTON  POST,  READERS  DIGEST,  DES  MOINES  REGISTER,  FOOD  BUSINESS  TV 
Network,  NEW  WOMAN  MAGAZINE,  GLAMOUR  and  C-Span  to  CBS-TV,  FARM  JOURNAL,  THE

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USDA  ELECTRONIC  DISSEMINATION  OF  INFORMATION  CONTINUES  TO  EXPAND 

USDA's  service  for  electronic  dissemination  of  information  (EDI)  continues 
to  show  growing  use  by  the  public,  especially  by  computerized  information  and 
news  services.  EDI,  administered  by  the  Special  Programs  Division  in  USDA’s 
Office  of  Information  through  contract  with  Martin  Marietta  Data  Systems,  has 
entered  its  third  year  of  service. 

More  than  3/4  of  a million  lines  of  USDA  news  and  information  were  pulled 
by  public  users  from  the  EDI  service  during  the  first  two  months  of  the  new 
fiscal  year  (October  and  November).  This  amounts  to  about  28,400  pages  of 
double-spaced  copy! 

Another  9,000  pages  of  copy  were  accessed  by  USDA  agencies  and  State  Coop- 
erative Extension  Services  and  some  State  Departments  of  Agriculture.  Often 
USDA  agencies  are  gaining  quick  access  to  other  agencies'  reports  and  releases, 
much  sooner  than  waiting  for  delivery  of  the  printed  copies. 

Information  released  by  USDA's  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  is  the  most 
accessed  information  by  the  news  services  and  other  public  users  of  EDI.  About 

240.000  lines  of  FAS  information  were  pulled  during  October  and  November. 

National  Agricultural  Statistics  Service  reports  are  next  most  popular  with 

public  users,  with  more  than  200,000  lines  accessed  during  the  2-month  period. 
Market  reports  from  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  were  third,  with  nearly 

125.000  lines  accessed. 

Other  agencies  releasing  their  reports  and  other  current  information  via 
the  EDI  service,  in  descending  order  of  amount  accessed  (generally  paralleling 
amount  of  information  loaded  by  the  agency),  were:  Office  of  Information 
(mostly  USDA  national  and  regional  news  releases  and  "AG  a.m."  news  summary). 
Economic  Research  Service,  World  Agricultural  Outlook  Board,  Agricultural 
Stabilization  & Conservation  Service,  Extension  Service,  Agricultural  Research 
Service,  and  Food  Safety  & Inspection  Service. 

Dialcom  Incorporated  continued  as  the  No.  1 user  of  USDA  information 
released  through  the  EDI  service.  More  than  100,000  lines  of  USDA  copy  (not 
counting  nearly  93,000  lines  of  AMS  market  reports)  were  transferred  electron- 
ically from  the  EDI  service  on  the  Martin  Marietta  system  to  USDA  ONLINE  on  the 
Dialcom  system  during  October  and  November.  And,  indications  are  that  the 
number  of  users  of  USDA  ONLINE  on  the  Dialcom  system  continues  to  grow. 

Pioneer  Hi -Bred  International  was  the  No.  2 user  of  the  EDI  service, 
pulling  nearly  100,000  lines  for  distribution  through  its  "Agribusiness  USA" 
service  via  Dialog  (on  the  Lockheed  computer  system). 

Other  large  users  of  USDA  news  and  information  in  October  and  November  were 
AgriData  Network,  48,200  lines;  Data  Resources  Inc.,  41,000  lines;  AgNet  (Univ. 
of  Nebraska),  35,000  lines;  Knight-Ridder  Financial  Wire,  16,400  lines;  Nihon 
Keizai  Shimbun  News  Service,  16,000  lines;  Doane  Information  Systems,  12,800 
lines;  Iowa  Farmer  Today,  11,000  lines;  and  Oster  (Pro  Farmer)  Communications, 
6,400  lines.
